“TAMING THE PAPUANS. 


CANNIBALS WHO DIE FOR 
LOVE. 


: BIG ‘FAMILIES TAROO. - 

: 5 —— fo 
Though now more or less 
“tamed” by the Australian Ad- 
ministration in New Guinea, Papua,- 
that once most savage dependency 
of the British Empire, and the home 
of the most terrible customs in the 
world, is still a country to thrill the 
adventurous spirit. 

It is true that the cannibals who 
used to hold their blood-curdling 
orgies almost on the coast have 
now retreated far into the interior 
or have fost their taste for human 
flesh, but sorcery and witchcraft 
still flourish, together with all kinds 
of other weird and wonderful 
practices., - ' 

Yet the barbarous Papuan js as 
sensible to the pangs of love as the 
most highly civilised of men, 
Colonel z H. P. - Murry, 
Licutenant-Governor of cw 
Guinea, who has asrivtd in 
England on leave, told a Daily Mail 

reporter. Aes 
7 There is” scarcely a _ case of 
suicide that is. not caused by a love 
affair, The Papuans are ex- 
traordinary people for getting 
“crossed in love.” Whenthey see 
no way out.of their trouble they 
do away with themselves. Their 
favourite method of committing 
suicide is to climb a coconut tree 
and fall head first to the ground. 

The Papuans: appear to be well 
advanced in the matter of birth 
control, Colonel Murray said: 

A woman who has a big family 
is looked dowh-upon by men and 
women alike, The fact hasmade 
it very difficult for the Goverament 
tocncourage the natives to keep 
up a normal and’ essential. birth- 
rate, By granting a sort of mater- 
nity benefit, however, we are now 
succeeding in reducing this strange 
dislike of, children among the 
people. . 

Cannibalism is effectively being 
put down by threat of the death 
penalty. You -would have to go'a 
very long way into the interior to 
find any evidence of it. The ter- 
ritory has been almost entirely.ex- 
plored, and most of it is completely 
under Government control. | 


“VERY. GOOD ‘FELLOWS. ” 

In the detection of crime among 
themselves the. Papuans | stil] 
practise “ black magic.” One of the 
commonest forms of this is the 
“trial by ant.” : 

All those suspected of having 
caustd a person’s death are gather- 
ed ina cir¢le around a witch-doctor 
who grasps in his hand seven kinds 
of leaves, a milleped, and an ant, 
explained Colonel. Murray. One 
by one the names of the suspects 
are called out, until at the mention 
of one the fakirs hand slow- 
ly opens, This is the .sign of 
guilt: The fakiy explains that 
the. contents ‘of his clenched 
hand. have become so hot that he 
can no longer keep it closed. After 
this the guilty one is chased and 
caught, and—af.it happens in the 
interior—he is put to death, 

. The Papuan’s ‘grief at the death 
of a relative is a terrible thing. To 
indicate his sorrow, he cuts. and 
gashes his. features until he “is 
‘unrecognisable, 

But they are all very good fel- 
lows and we shall. make them, in: 
the course of time excellent ‘Im- 
perial citizons. ' They are wonder= 
fully ‘adaptable; aod many of them 
are now learning English... .. ,

STOLEN GAINSBOROUGHS! 


ROMANTIC LETTER 
FROM PARIS, 

“There has been a curious sequel 
to the theft of ‘the two Gains- 
boroughs from Benham Park, near 
Newbury, Berks, on March _16.
